THE HOUSE. 


The Chinese bill passed in the House 
yesterday, without amendment, by a vote 
of 177 to (15 
This is in several respects a 
remarkable vote. 
The total number of 
Representatives is 293. 
Of these no more 
th in 
242 
voted at 
all 
on the 
bill. 
This shows that public sentiment at the 
K ist has not ccme round to the California 
view of the Chinese question, for had such 
a change of opinion tak> n place it is cer­ 
tain tilat 51 Representatives would not 
have evaded a vote on this question, as 
they have done. 
The peculiar contritions 
under which the bill has been passed 
indicate that nothing but the politi­ 
cal 
considerations 
saved it. 
I t was 
the fear of losing the votes of the Pacific 
Slates, and scarcely any other influence, 
which secured for the bill the very partial 
support it had, and the very unwilling 
neutrality 
which 
prevented 
it 
from 
being ignominiously slaughtered. 
And 
this analysis also shows th at the state 
of feeling about the measure is so far from 
being unanimous, 
th at the President’s 
assent cannot be taken for granted. 
lie is in a position to perceive clearly the 
political implications of legislation, and he 
is practically independent of public opin­ 
ion. 
The diplomatic view of the case is 
likely to impress him, moreover, and the 
commercial view may be utilized against 
the bill also. 
The question with him, sup­ 
posing th at hy is a candidate for re-elec­ 
tion, is, whether he will lose more in New 
England than he will gain on the Pacific 
Coast, by signing the bill. 
For it must bo 
realized th at however grave and serious the 
dangers of Chinese immigration may ap 
pear to Califoruiaus, the Eastern people do 
not regard the question with an> thiDg like 
the same earnestness, and in fact do not 
believe that the California vitw is correct. 
They attribute the latter mainly to the 
glamour of local prejudice, and the dema- 
gogism of loiitl politicians and journals. 
They point to the actual numbers of the 
Chinese among ue, and to the fact that 
they havo not appreciably increased for 
several years, apd ridicule our apprehen­ 
sions as puerile and insincere, born of 
the tendency to truckie 
to Sand Lot 
threats, and having no greater significance 
than to placate the “ great unwashed ” for 
the sake of their votes. 
The argument of 
Mr. George P. Seward th at if the Chinese 
had or could have votes, the Chinese ques- 
ti n would disappear, is no doubt regarded 
at the East as exceedingly cogent and 
keen. 
For the people in those States have 
observed the manner in which their own 
politicians pander to every voting element, 
and how respectfully they treat every such 
element, and they not unnaturally con­ 
clude th at if the Chinaman had the ballot 
he would not need defenders long. 
Even so intelligent a journal as the K a ­ 
lian takes eidcs against the promoters of 
the bill, and expresses the opinion that 
“ there has never been anything in recent 
“ politics so absurd as the terror, real or 
“ affected, about the numbers of the Chi- 
“ nese, except the pretense of the San 
“ Francisco hoodlums th at they compete 
“ with them in the labor market. 
There 
“ is hardly a lazy vagabond or tram p in the 
“ United States who does not try to be- 
“ lieve that the Chinaman is keeping him 
“ out of work." 
T h u s we see one of the 
most enlightened of American journals de' 
daring its belief th at the San Francisco 
hoodlums complain of Chinese competition. 
And this shows how little the Kation 
understands the hoodlum. 
The latter is 
by no means the person to complain of 
Chinese competition, for he doe3 not work at 
anything himself, unless it be crime, and 
tt ough he is always ready to maltreat the 
Cninese, he dfBpises them too thoroughly 
to dread their rivalry. 
But when such a 
paper as the Katioii takes this view it is 
evident that our eloquent Senators and 
Representatives 
have not succeeded in 
changing Eastern opinion on the subject, 
and that the California view is unpopular 
on the A tlantic seaboard. 
And in view of these facta and consider­ 
ations it may be rash to assume with any 
confidence tu at the President will sign the 
bill. 
Probably the best hope of his ac­ 
quiescence lies iu the obvious fact that 
Congress has undertaken to shuffle all the 
responsibility cn to his shoulders. 
Under 
such circumstances a man of spirit might 
conclude th at he would cot be trapped in 
such a way, and might sign the biil w ith­ 
out any reference to his own convictions. 
Should he sign it, however, there will be 
no reason for special rejoicing, for the 
measure is a t best tentative, and it is 
quite questionable whether it will produce 
any appreciable improvement in the exist­ 
ing situation. 
W e are disposed to believe 
th at it will not have been a month on the 
statute book before the community in 
whose interest it was passed will have dis­ 
covered th at it does not really touch the 
root of tho evil from which they suffer, 
and th at it only provides for a slow and 
tedious change, which may occupy the life­ 
time of a generation. 
As a means, the:efore, of putting an end 
to popular clamor, wc fully expect that 
the new bill will turn out a disappointment. 
It will effect but a momentary quiet, and 
when the uncertain and tedious nature of 
the cure proposed is generally realized, 
we shall not be surprised if the Pacific 
Coast becomes more exclamatory, objurga­ 
tory and 
insistent than ever. 
It does 
not seem to have occurred to the astute 
and supple politicians engaged in the ne­ 
gotiations that a case of this sort called for 
a really practical m easure; for a measure, 
in short, where merits could be perceived 
and estim ated from the day it went into 
effect. 
Any other kind of legislation 
was certain in the nature of things to 
fail of effect, yet our representatives evi­ 
dently believe th at when the President 
signs the bill there will remain nothing 
for California bnt to show her gratitude 
by supporting the Republican or Demo­ 
cratic party, as the case may be, for of 
course both parties will claim the honor 
of passing the bill, here, at the same time 
that they both disclaim the discredit of 
passing it, at the East. 


T H E 
K A ISER ’S 
O PTIM ISM . 


The old German Emperor has been cele­ 
brating his birthday with great rejoicings, 
and has received many compliments, where­ 
to he replied in a speech which serves to 
show how different tho imperial point of 
view is apt to be, from th at which common 
people hold. 
Kaiser W illiam thinks that 
Providence has selected him for the per­ 
formance of great things, and that to this 
end he has been fortunate in the choice of 
his instruments. 
It must be admitted 
th at Bismarck and Moltke were simply 
perfect instrum ents for the carrying out of 
a . “ blood and iro n ” programme; but 
whether that programme was one which 
a respectable and intelligent Providence 
would indorse, is quite another question. 
Tne notion which the old Emperor takes 
so much pleasure in, how ever, has been 
entertained by every crowned fool and 
knave the world has ever seen. 
The 
fact is that it is an idea which quite natu­ 
rally and almost inevitably grow* out 


of such situation,. 
The first Napoleon 
probably held it in a different form. 
He 
was too confident 
in the splendor of 
his own 
genius 
to 
believe 
th at 
he 
was simply a 
tool, but he 
did 
be­ 
lieve that Destiny befriended him. 
As 
to Emperor William, seeing th at his game 
was aggrandizement, he was fortunate in 
having such powerful intellects as those of 
Bismarck and Moltke at his service. 
But 
it is perfectly certain th at the history of 
Germany and Prussia during Itis reign has 
b.en made, not by the monarch, but by 
the minister. 
Bismarck has for many 
years been the real ruler of Germany. 
W ithout him the poor old Emperor would 
very soon be reduced to hiB natural level, 
which is th at of a well-meaniug, opinion­ 
ated, not at all brilliant old man. 
Hew 
incapable he is of judging concerning what 
13 passing around him is shown by his re­ 
mark th at “ he had learned with pleasure 
“ that the country largely approved his 
“ recent message." 
I t is true that there 
were people to tell Charles X. of France 
that in signing the ordinances which in a 
few hours cost him his throne, he had 
firmly established his dynasty, and there­ 
fore we need not be surprised that Em­ 
peror W illiam’s ear should 
have been 
abnsed by flatterers in regard to the late 
message. 
But it is notorious th at the 
message 
has 
produced 
the 
most pro­ 
found 
and 
universal 
dissatisfaction 
throughout 
Germany, 
and 
th at the 
end 
of 
this 
dissatisfaction 
has not 
yet been reached. 
I t is quite natural 
that the Emperor should recommend his 
people to cultivate a “ fervent religious 
“ feeling,” though perhaps he should hive 
said whether he meant a Catholic or a 
Protestant fervor, for the Catholic fervor 
has of late years produced embarrassing 
results in German legislation, and nobody 
knows this better than Prince Bismarck. 
A fervent religious feeling in the abstract, 
however, is always what autocratic rulers 
most wish to see cultivated, because it 
reconciles tbe people to despotism, pur- 
8uade3 them th at their government, b o 
m atter how meddlesome or intolerant, is 
heaven sent, and causes them to reject 
thoie liberal sentiments and those intel­ 
lectual researches which, by leading them 
to a higher mental plane, are calculated to 
render them impatient of their burdens. 
W heie the Tnrone rests upon the Altar, 
religion is enlisted in the service of roy­ 
alty, and this kind of alliance has so fre­ 
quently been cemented that the popular 
distrust of the Churches which is a canon of 
continental Republicanism, is sufficiently 
explained by it. 


WHY PARDONED? 


Cashier Conant, who stole §70,000 from 
a bauk, and who was condemned to seven 
years’ imprisonment, has been pardoned by 
the President after serving two years, the 
plea being th at hia health had broken 
down under confinement. 
I t is no donbt 
the case th at the health of many prisoners 
breaks down, particularly when, through 
the exercise of favoritism, they are ex­ 
cused from the performance of the labor 
which would have kept their systems in 
good condition. But it is not to be credited 
that this particular criminal deserved par­ 
don more than hundreds or thousands of 
others, and it will assuredly be concluded 
th at he has 
been 
favored improperly 
because 
he 
had 
rich 
and 
influential 
friends 
in 
politics. 
The 
example 
is 
a 
bad one, 
moreover. 
Of 
all 
crimes perhaps 
the 
most 
common 
a t this 
time is embezzlement. The in­ 
stances of it of late years have been start­ 
lingly numerous, and have included scores 
of bank cashiers, many of whom have ru ­ 
ined the institutions with which they were 
connected, and have esctped punishment 
in the end. 
I t is the more necessary to 
execute stern justice when it becomes pos­ 
sible iu such cases. 
Conant’s crime' was a 
particularly bad one, and his sentence was 
just. 
He ought to have served it, and the 
only possible result of his pardcn will be 
to spread abroad the belief that such of­ 
fenses are venial, and easily compounded 
for.

The California Immigration Association 
met at San Francisco Tuesday. 
The Sec­ 
retary’s financial statem ent showed ; Bal­ 
ance on hand, §415 17 ; received from sub­ 
scriptions, §570 50 ; total, §985 87. 
Ex­ 
pended—On expense account, 875 (iO ; on 
salary account, •^2t) 0 ; total. $385. Balance 
in hands of Treasurer, $660 07. 
The in­ 
come of the Immigration Office has been 
increased this month $47. 
The present 
regular subscription is $46*2 The pamphlet 
showing the workings of the Association 
for the past month will be issued during 
the current week. 
Inquiries from New 
Zealand for north California lands are an* 
nounced. 
The pamphlet of the Shasta 
County Association is in preparation. The 
work done in the Land Office Department 
shows the magnitude of the business un­ 
dertaken. 
One and one-half millions of 
acres of Government land of some charac­ 
ter have been listed, and 700,000 acres more 
are learned of, which is abont one-seventh 
of all the railroad grants of land in the 
State. 
Since the last report of officer C. 
H. Street nearly all the vacant land in 
Mendocino county, amounting to over 800,­ 
000 acres, lias been listed. 
The character 
of all th* Government land in Napa and 
•Sonoma counties has been learned £8 far as 
the Sarveyor-General’s field 
notes will 
show it. 
Forty large plates in the latter 
county have been made and mounted. 
Nineteen large maps of Mendocino county 
lands have also been traced. 
The de- 
ficitncy of 
description regarding 
these 
lands, occasioned by the meagerness of the 
surveyors’ field notes, lias been supplied bj’ 
correspondence. 
Of eighteen persons who 
have been informed of the lands of the as­ 
sociation since the last meeting, but three 
have returned. 
One colony of Germans 
has been located in Shasta connty. 
The 
report of the Land Officer outlines the 
future labors of the association. 
Immi­ 
grants are always advised th at there areno 
good Government lands in the old settled 
counties, and that if they would get pro­ 
ductive lands they most go to the new dis* 
tricts, away from the railroads and large 
towns. 
The association is continually m 
receipt of descriptions of private lands for 
sale, hut it has not been the policy of the 
association to undertake the sale of such. 


B a k e r * U n io n ani> tiik S u n d a y Law. 
At San Francisco, at the recent meeting of 
the Bakers’ Union, the most im portant 
business discussed was the advisability of 
taking steps under the Sunday law for the 
prevention of bakers’ wagons delivering 
bread through the city on Sundays. 
It 
was claimed that Saturday night and Sun­ 
day work being an excess of the ninety 
hours worked during the previous six days 
of the week, was an outrageous imposition 
for which there existed no excuee, as the 
public did not desire such servioe. 
All 
present being in favor of encouraging and 
aiding the authorities in a general enforce­ 
ment of the law, on motion, it was resolved 
“ that the Bakers’ Union of this city, while 
opposed to the enactment and enforcement 
of any law of a sum ptuary character, or 
in any way limiting or proscribing citizens 
in the exercise of their constitutional priv­ 
ilegie, and apart from the religious or 
fanatical features of tho present agitation 
upon the Sunday law, we are in favor of 
its enforcement, prohibiting the running of 
bakers’ wagons on th at day, and hope the 
Chief of Police, in enforcing the law against 
saloon*, will do so also against those who, 
by running their wagons on Sunday, force 
bakers to act as slaves.”

The following is the full text of the address 
of the Ban Francisco ministers and citizens 
favoring th e Sunday law, on th e occasion of 
their recent visit to the Mayor, Chief of Police 
and the Prosecuting Attorney of San Fran­ 
cisco : 
Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen : Much effort has been 
and is b J n g put furtb to make the impression th at 
the statute known as the Sunday 1 w is au unjust 
an odious measure, imjtossible of cifor.em eiit. 
We 
believe th at there exists an organization, or le-gue, 
who=e avowed purpose is to embarrass and defeat 
the enforcement oí the law. 
Such a conspiracy is a 
hundred times more audacious, and, if not promptly 
and vigorously m et, a thousand times more danger­ 
ous, than the illicit distillers in the m ountains of 
Tennessee and North Carolina. 
Thus far this trea­ 
sonable organ iza tit. n has had little less than au un­ 
challenged career, insomuch th at the unthinking 
have been deluded into the belief th at its ostenta 
tioualy-paraded st atements contain some substance 
of tru th . 
Doubtless many of tne conspiracy in 
question have been cajolod into tbe league under 
great uiintelligence as to the turpitude of the crime 
contemplated and the m agnitude of the dau g .r in ­ 
volved fn the disloyal experiment. 
For theae reasons, and all others which ought to 
modify the action of loyal citizens, we have deemed 
it expedient to assure you, the executive officers of 
the city, and through jo u all who n it may concern, 
th at there is a large and determined m ajority of 
i tax-payii g cit:zens who desire and expect the en­ 
forcement of the law. 
I t is settled, as a m atter of seienc • and experience, 
thai all laborers, all members of the employed 
«lasses, all workers with nerve and brain, m ust 
enjoy one day of re3t in sev^n, in ord r to preserve 
physical, m ent il and ra >ral health, 
The vouryu- 
i-5 Cfi Of bu&fnfr^S, the harmony of the industries, 
the tr vditions of the nation, th * lessons of our his­ 
tory, the lecrgnitions of constitutional and common 
and statute law, the good order of s<*ciet\,the do­ 
mestic quiet necessary to the fu’l enjoym ent of the 
benefits of the day, the structural plan of the Ann ri­ 
can Government, and the suggestions of comprehen­ 
sive statesm anship under it, point to the high expe­ 
diency of designating one ar.d the same day for the 
whole people. 
The day commonly called Sunday 
is the only day on which it would be jKwsible to fix 
with a y approach to a b¡*oad and intelligent agree­ 
m ent. 
It has 
been 
conspicuously recognized 
tbr- ughout our entire history by C onstitutionr, Leg 
irii&turefl and Courts. 
It is interwoven with the 
whole order of our natioual life, and c^uld n«<t be 
substituted w ithout measureless confusion and loss. 
Other Sabbaths are days of rohgious observance by 
comparatively small num bers, and have no da‘e val­ 
ue or commercial and legal significance m the gen­ 
eral system. 
The law does not forbid any man to 
rest on any other day, nor does it forbid him to 
work on Sunday. 
So far, every man may satisfy his 
conscience »nd follow his bent. 
With designated 
exceptions, it verv properly forbids him to keep 
open any place of business, or to comj»el or require 
others to work, or any place of mercenary tem pta­ 
tion to lure the weak and unwary into wasteful ex­ 
penditures, and into excesses which disquiet the day 
ami defeat the intent of the law. 
If, then, the civil Sabbath m ust of general neces­ 
sity be one day, and thr»t day Sunday, every dictate 
of prudence and manhood government suggests thut 
tbe laborer's rest day should be for health, home- 
life, and m ental and domestic im provem ent; free 
alike from the exac ions of capital, the oppressions 
cf power, and the demoralizing solicitations of cu­ 
pidity. 
No attem pt is made to compel men to wor­ 
ship or to keep the Saobath religi< usly, but only re­ 
quire them to be just to the profoundest needs of 
hum an nature in the relations of industrial, do­ 
mestic and civil life. 
It cannot be but that every 
vinuous calling and ever}- industry d u n a do 1 by 
authentic civiiiz&tb n will bo advantaged by the 
uperatioa e.f the law. 
If there is any occupition 
wh chcaunot to!er.»te such a law, that occupation 
m ust be at w ar w ith the bett interests of so iety. 
Such in brief, arc the character and objects cf 
the Sunday law. 
T oas time that, it cannot be en­ 
forced if to confess a weaknesa disreputable to the 
government ami damaging to the reputation of the 
city and the State. 
To refuse to enforce it is ti> in­ 
vite disorganization arul anarchy. 
Sunday will be 
exceptionally a day of dissipation, domestic misery 
and public clime, or except ona’ly a dyyo: pen-onal 
sobriety, dome» ic comí rt and public quiet. Which 
it sha¡* be will now depend on the hupinetiess or 
vigor, the cowaidiee or courage, the perjury or 
fidelity of the function tries charged with the execu­ 
tion of the law. 
W ithout cm sum ing tim e with argum ent, we 
h u te n to assure you, rir, and gcutlem en, of our un­ 
shaken c mftdence in the ability and « fficial integ­ 
rity of the executive officers or this city ; and 
through you to say to all parties in interest that 
there is a large, calm and determ ined constituency, 
who not only desire the enforcement of the law, but 
are resolved to do w hat they may in every legitimate 
way to defeat the machinations of rebellion, and 
prevent such a trium ph of conspiracy as wou d blast 
the good name of the city, and menace every law by 
which our liberties are guarded and every right 
we hold dear. 
We represent, directly, say fifty 
churches, with a l*rge citizen membership, everyone 
of whom is law-abiding aud—in case of ueed— 
may be relied upou as law-cufcrcing. 
Outside of 
this circle, which is unpotential o¿ily in tho fancy of 
the uninformed, is another, composed of many 
hundreds of pledged tmq>cr.tnee men in a single 
order, whose past uctitity is a presage of th eir future 
energy. Outside of this is a large num ber of mem­ 
bers of other orgaiiizttious, too intelligent to be de­ 
ceived by a false cry, and too patriotic to stand 
supinely by and see tin* guaranties of liberty inso­ 
lently trampled under to n in the purbfiud interest 
of a few wnosc gains depend on the am ount of 
misery they can create. 
Outoi le of all taese there 
is a sti'l larger constituency of sober, industrious 
eitizen *, augmented by a m ultitude who have felt 
the pow tr of appetite or s ffjred indirectly the 
seorcMngs of the fire, and therefore wish to remove 
tem ptation f «»m tbe purview of their rest-day 
rambles, who will ain*Wt.r to any call the civil gov­ 
ernm ent may m»kc upon them for m aintaining tho 
rupreraacy of law. 
Outside of all these i» a great 
assemblage of wive*, children, m others of endan­ 
gered sons, and siut/ rs of imperiled brothers, whose 
ri.dits are as sacred as though they were eblc to 
defend them bjr bayonet and ballut. 
These m ust 
be considered in any comprehensivo measure of 
legislation for tho public good. 
. 
Thu* far this va-l c jnaatuency has calmly waited 
for the decision of the highei-t Court. 
Tne ca'muess 
of their courage may have emboluened the demora!- 
i/. rs into the notion th at the opp sit ion to their die- 
nrgaubring purposes would he tiuud and tem porary 
Wo arc suic that you, Mr. Mayor and gentle men, do 
not labor under am a a misapprehension. Wo the. e- 
fore m ake these delibe ate statem ents much more in 
the hope i't undec- ivingthe victims of n UTeachiny, 
than to intim ate to the executive officers of the 
municipal govtrnm cnt the grave importance of 
promptly and vigorously diecharging the functions 
w hkh they are sworn to perform, and w hkh have 
been insolently set a t drfi moc. 
• 
For ou rselv es-if you will indulge us yet a mo­ 
m e n t-w e try to keep the Stbbath in a Christian 
nay. 
But. iu pleading for ■ civil Salibuth, we ?pe.*k 
only as citizen*, conceding all the rights *e c^aim, 
and claiming a!l th at wc concede. Clearly recog- 
niaiUii the fact th at a people endowed with the bal 
lot, and the right of private and public discussion, 
can hive uo valid reason |r r rebellion, we are ac­ 


customed to subm it to laws which we do not ap­ 
prove till they can be lawfully repealed or amended. 
If any and every cl:ss or calling may usurp the 
powers of Legislatures and Courts, then governm ent 
is at an end and anarchy eiifcues. 
For the base dis­ 
loyalty of the m ercenary leaders of this latent 
*' whisky rebellion,” therefore, who would purchase 
guilty gains at tbe price of treason, no language of 
denunciation is too stro n g ; bu t we should do in­ 
justice to our convictions if we did not cherish a 
kinder feeling toward their du{>ed and too s, who, 
for obvious reason-, do not d set-rn the logical conse­ 
quences of th eir false position. 
Yet, it m ust uo! be 
foi gotten th at 
“ Evil is wrought by want of thought, 
As well as want cf heart.” 
Practically, “ a blunder h as bad -is a sin 
and 
tbe harm is doubly aggravated when the ** blunder” 
is found to be under the adroit leadership of the 
“ siu.!* 
We will only tarry to as-ure you again of the con­ 
scientious support of a Urge and influential body of 
citizens, whose rights aro too d ar to them to be 
bartered for inglori in ease, and whose liberties, 
safe ouly while law is suprem e, they will not consent 
to see jeopardized by a Jawle^ness which loudly and 
ludicrously proclaims itstif in the-prostituted name 
of Freedom. 
If we have appeared to aim esj>ec?aUy at one class, 
it is because th at class only has proclaimed its p u r­ 
pose of non-submission to the law. 
This instance, 
being th e first in tbe history of our State in which 
organized rebellion has openly challenged the G >v- 
eri.m ent. has an iuijortance in it-* bearing upon the 
future which entitles it to so much distinction.

Ol'B Sidew alks.—M acy and loud are the 
o m p la iu tj of the petl.slrians ou J and K 
etreets th at the in :i chants use the entire side­ 
walk for making a display of their goods and 
wares. 
In fact on J street there are some 
two or three stores th at use the entire side­ 
walk with the exception of about three feet 
in the center. 
They place mnch of their stock 
in trade on the sidewalk: in the morning, and 
take it back in the store ro>m in the evening. 
Sotr.e iuusic-dealers leave their em pty piano 
boxes on the walks for months at a time. 
Some grocers almost cover them up with cod­ 
fish and potatoes. 
This is all wroDg, and is 
a great iuconvenienoe to the public. 
The at­ 
tention of those merchants, also th at of the 
police force, is called to Section 3 of Chapter 
8 of the ordinances of this city, which reads 
as follow s: “ No person or business firm 
shall usn any portion of the sidewalk in any 
p art of the city for any purpose whatever, 
excepting only for the display of goods, wares 
and merchandise, ai.-.l for the purpose of dis­ 
playing good3, only four feet in width, com­ 
mencing at the front lioc of the lo t; provided, 
however, th a t merchants and others receiving 
and delivering goods shall be allowed six 
hours fr m the time th .y are deposited until 
they are rem oved; and, provided further, 
th a t a spice of six feat in width shall at all 
tim es be kept clear for the accommodation 
of persons passing. 
A ny per-on violating 
this ordinance, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by im prisonm ent in the city jail 
not exceeding ton days, or by fine not exceed­ 
ing §500, or by both lice and imprisoument.” 


W a r A g a in st I n s u lt T ests —In May, 
1881, the apple orchard at the N svato ranch, 
M arin county, was infested by a epecie3 of 
tent 
caterpillar — Clisiocampa 
const ricta. 
In order to save part of the crop, it c >st Mr. 
De Long Sl.SOO. 
The number of caterpillars 
destroyed was imi er-c, and ths crop saved 
brought nearly §30,000. 
During the last 
two months a gaug of men have been em­ 
ployed picking ths rings of eggs deposited by 
the m oths iast fall cff the trees. 
Mr. De 
Long f< rwardsd to M atthew Cooke a package 
containing one-fourth of the eggs collected to 
the 18th iu st; they weigh thirty-five ounces 
avordunois, and c. -t to gather $54. Probably 
about three pounds more will be gathered. 
M r. Cooke has the specimens sent him in 
six sealed bottles, preserved in alcohol. 
It 
tak ts an average oi GOO rings of eggs to weigh 
one ounce, each ring contains from 200 to 400 
eggs, Ehowiug th at th9 work done in this 
m anner by M r. De L m g will be equal to the 
destruction of about 00,000,000 of caterpillars, 
Mr. Cooke says there is no doubt of Mr. De 
Long being m aster of the situation, so far as 
this pest is concerned. 
The specimens can be 
seen at the uffic • of M r. Cooke, and are 
worthy c.£ the attention of frud growers. 
A nother proof th at perseverance will gain the 
victory.

complete and truthful statem ent of the entire 
affair. 
Our evening contem¡»oriry, however, 
gave a very different statement. 
I t said, 
“ An alarm was sounded from box 22.” There 
is no box 22, 
I t was the alarm from the 
W ater W orks. 
I t stated th at “ the fire 
originated in the basement.” The fire origin­ 
ated in the tipper story. 
I t said, “ No. 1 
was Blow in reuchiug the scene.” No. 1 was 
playing a stream on the fire in just three min­ 
utes after the first alarm, and made the run in 
just two minutes and a naif. 
H enry Guthrie, 
loreman of No. 1, in a card, says : 
I desire to state to the public that steamer and 
hose-ca t No. 1 responded as promply to the fire 
alarm yesterday as they have ever to any call, not­ 
withstanding the statement made in last evening’s 
Rec ; but it must be remembered that in a run of 
only two blocks steam cai not be got in sufficient 
quantity to work the steamer. But it got to work in 
a very short space of time, and in the meautime the 
stream taken from the plug was sufficient^ the best 
evidence of this, and that good work was done, 
being that the fire was confined to the room where 
it ori. inated. 
I t stated th at the “ H ey-s truck did 
not respond promptly, and th at when it 
did arrive the many men who rode down 
on its 
side-planks did 
but little good, 
comparatively. 
There 
was an 
incessant 
hullabaloo all the while the fire was in pro- 
giess, a d it was generally asserted th at the 
departm ent proved itself on this occasion to 
be thoroughly incompetent.” 
One of the 
heaviest underwriters in this city was present 
during the entire fire, and states th at this 
assertion is entirely untrue. 
The Hayes 
truck arrived at the fire in exactly three and 
a half minutes, and went quietly to work. 
There was no noise or unusual h- bting, but, 
on the contrary, it was one of the quietest 
and best-managed fires he had ever wit­ 
nessed. 
The paper was not satisfied with 
condemning the firemen, engines and hos , 
but also attacked the horse of hose-cart 
No. 
1.

competent judges to be the best animal 
in the department. 
I t also goes further, 
and insinuates th at Engine No. 2 was 
at the time the alarm was given at Brighton 
or some other remote point in the c mnty, 
and that when it reached the scene of the fire 
it was too late to be if eerviec, and th at the 
horses were in a “ Urlor-i condition.” Tne 
hoys of No. 2 deny the accusation in toto. 
They state th at they were at their engine- 
house on Tenth street when the alarm was 
sounded, prom ptly responded, and reached 
the fire os soon as could be expected by any

Tney are simply statem ents of fact, 
and it is but just to the departm ent th at 
they be made unm istakably plain.

unprejudiced citizens 
are ccg 
rizant of the promptness and efficiency cf 
the departm ent, which misrepresentation and 
captious criticism will not tend to increase. 
The departm ent has been made the subject 
of unw arranted attacks from the quarter in­ 
dicated ever since the unfortunate death cf 
Frank Ruhstaller’s children, who perished in 
the flames last summer, when the firemen 
were indirectly charged by the same author­ 
ity with lack of energy in attem pting their 
rescue.

N ew Y ork, March 23d.—J’ wtmaaier-Gen- 
eral Howe was interviewed this mornieg re­ 
garding the pio¡>o8ed redaction of time in 
sending mails to and from New York and 
San Franoi-co and other western points. 
“ I 
have a hope,” said Howe, “ if Congress 
makes the appropriations proposed by the 
Senate for special facilities for the transporta­ 
tion of mails on the trunk lines, that we may 
arrange a schedule which will send the mail 
from New York to the West or San Fran­ 
cisco and get a return in three days lees than 
it takes nnw. 
It takes thirteen days at pres­ 
ent to do this. 
Now the mails are carried on 
all the railway trains, and go when the pas­ 
sengers go. 
This subjects the mails to slow 
time and frrquent delays. 
The mail for the 
West now lies in Chicago about four hours, 
and in Omaha and Kansas City three hours 
more. 
The railroad companies themselves 
will have te be consulted as to the method c f 
overcoming these delays. 
WhetLer it shall 
be done by chartering one fast train between 
New York and Denver, overtaking the Union 
Pacific traiu twenty-four hours ahead of the 
present time, or whether it shall be done by 
expediting all trains between here and the 
Pacific coast, are questions to he answered by 
the railroad companies themselves. 
The 
public ought to have the service, and the De- 
partmcnt wants to supply it.” 
D u lled S lates Senate. 
W ashington, March 231.—In the Senate 
the President pro tern, submitted a petition 
of the Good Templars of Illinois for an 
amendment to the Constitution, to prohibit 
the manufacture at.d sale of alcoholic bever­ 
ages throughout the na*ional domain. 
A bill was introduced for the formation aDd 
entniadon into the Union of the Sta'e of 
Washington. 
Morgan called up his concurrent resolu­ 
tion declaring for a reciprocity treaty with 
Mexico. 
Sherman said there was opposition on both 
sides of the chamber to all reciprocity treat- 
iss, and moved a reference of the resolu­ 
tion to the Committee on Foreign Relations. 
Adopted. 
Mahoue, from th* Committee on Agricult­ 
ure. reprrted favorably the bill to establish a 
Bureau of Agricultural Industry, and to pre­ 
vent the exportation of deceased cattle and 
the spread of contagious disessss among do­ 
mestic animals.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 2 3 d .—The examina­ 
tion of Shipberd was resumed this morning. 
He stated that he would waive the techuical 
objection he hsd raised, ar.d would state that 
the Senator to whom he allu led was Blair of 
New Hampshire. 
He further stated that 
with one exception there was no other Sena­ 
tor or member of Congress who hid been in 
any way interested as counsel or been ap­ 
proached with views of securing hi* services. 
This gentleman, Shipherd said, was asked to 
act as counsel, and declined on the ground 
that he might tie called upm, as a member of 
Congress, to pass upon the claims of the 
Peruvian Company, 
With this exception 
and that of the Ssnator named, there was no 
other instance of any efforts to secure the 
services of a member of either houso of Con- 
greaa.

B lu n t inquired, “ What were your reasons 
for employing Senator ltlair as eouus 1 ? Was

J acob R. Shipiikrd was born in central New 
York, and is now about forty-five years of a*e. 
He 
found his chief educational advantages at Oberlin 
Col'ege-, Ohio, and btin* au o«s;duou» student, 
graduated with hi*rh honors, 
lli» strop? relUrious 
nature inclined him to select the Church as his life* 
calling, and he took a tho ough course ai the 
Divinity School connected w ith the col hire. 
He 
soon began to preach, and, having a fervid and 
popular m anner, his progress was s > rapid that ho 
was called to the pulpit of Plym outh Co igreRational 
Church in Chicago—an im portant and leading factor 
in the Congregationalism of the West. 
Here he 
remained for some years, and gave high satisfa fcion 
both as preacher a n i pastor. 
In those early da^ 8 be 
devised the plan of paying church debt®, since made 
so popular, and by his own efforts and earnestness 
collected money to re liv e more than one struggling 
congregation of its burden. 
During the war. Rev. 
Mr. Shipherd, true to his Oberlin education, felt the 
liveliest interest in th e condition of the freedrm n, 
and deeming the Freem en’s Aid Society under the 
auspices of the Government iuad< quate to the needs 
of the newly enf anchised, he took active measures 
foi the harmonizing of other interests, and was 
chosen president of the resulting organization 
known as the “ Freedm en’s Union Aid Commis 
sien." The association w as very effective in pro 
moting the objects for which it was brought into 
being, and when the freedmen were finally thrown 
wholly upon their self-reliance, Mr. Shipherd re­ 
tired with expressions of gratitude and congratula­ 
tion on the part of his assocut s. D u.ing these 
active years, also, he resolved to establish an organ 
of Congregationalism in Chicago, and interested a 
sufficient num ber of people in the project to found 
the Advance, a paper which is now’ too well known 
to need further reference. 
In 1869 he resigned his pastorate and opened a 
real estate and loan office in Chicago, with General 
Sweet as partner. 
General Sw« etsoon after left the 
firm to accept the office of Pension Agent. 
Mr. 
Sbipherd’s busiuess throve, good Fasten» relations 
wx-re secured, and the next year he eetabliehed a 
bank. 
He was made Tnistee uf the Riverside Com­ 
pany, one of the great suburban enterprises of Chi­ 
cago, and he laid out and founded the town of Elm ­ 
hurst. 
A branch New York house was now estab­ 
lished. and, meantime, to keep pace with the 
prosperity of the bank, other branches, in Boston, 
and in Frankfort, Germany. 
In the fall of 1872 Mr. 
Shipherd secured control of the South Side Railroad 
of Long Island, and conceived the scheme (which 
others, in succeeding better times, accomplished) of 
consolidating the Long Island roads under one m an­ 
agem ent—his own. 
Suddenly came the great panic 
of 1873, and Mr. Shipherd’s num erous projects were 
engulfed. 
He worked for several years to extricate 
himself from the entanglem ent, and at last, it is 
8 iid, paid the last cent of his obligafcious. 
In 1S77 
he entered the Law School of the Uuiversity of New 
York, ard t* e next year was adm itted to the bar. 
lie established his office at No. 10 Spruce street, 
where he has remained ever since. 
He is now best known as President of the Peru­ 
vian Company, which is siid to own the Cochct and 
Landreau claims against the bankrupt republic of 
Peru, aggregating the stupendous sum of nine hun­ 
dred millions of dollars.
